THE REVELATION that there was a decision by 
_ ‘the Joint Chiefs of Staff te bomb the Chinese mainland dur- 
ing the recent Quemoy incident, must paey shock a ma-

- - turned into a nuclear world war, was decided in‘ favor of 
‘world war by the military leaders of our country. 

The Washington Post and Times-Herald story said 
the Joint Chiefs voted three to one for bombing China. 
The three were Admiral Radford, Admiral Carney and 


General Twining. 


The story said Secretary of State John Foster Dulles 


agreed with these three. 


Equally significant was the President’s reason for not 
approving the decision. The newspapers said Eisenhower 
balked because General Ridgw 
State Walter Bedell Smith had argued the air attacks would

THE INCIDENT recalls a similar situation during the 
Indochina war, when Vice-President Nixon affirmed the 
-Administration’s decision fo enter that conflict, and Rad- 
ford sought Britain's agreement to join the United States. 

Then, too, our involvement in a bigger, possibly global 
war, hung on a hair, for Premier Pr sl France disclosed 
that U. S. warships were all set to proceed to Indochina 
waters with planes prepared to atombomb the besiegers of 


Dienbienphu. 


Radford, the trigger-happy, reckless brass-hat remains 
President Eisenhower's choice as Chief of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff.’ Moreover, the Administration through the rabidly 
anti-Chinese Assistant Secretary of State Walter Robert- 
son, is negotiating a new war pact with Chiang Kai-shek.

But his fervent cry for war came too late to overcome 
the fatal “defect” of his caréer—that is, his admission that 
Chiangs group was unpopular in China. 

What the Davies case proves is that the pro-war fan- 
atics in Washington—like Admiral Radford—and the eager 
appeasers of this McCarthyite mob, like Dulles, are the 
most dangerous security risks this country has ever had in 
on. office. They are not only out to destroy any Ameri- 
can who ever criticized their dogmas and lies, but also they 
are flagrantly, conspiring against the safety of the entire

The nearest neighbor of the 
island universe to, which our sun 
belongs has not one but several 
suns which are more than 200,000 
times more powerful than our 
own, two Harvard University as- 
tronomers reported to the autumn 
meeting of the National Academy 
of Sciences yesterday. 

Drs. Harlow Shapley and Vir- 
ginia McK. Nail were revealing 
their latest deductions of _ what 
goes on inside the two clouds of 
Magellan. They cloak a galaxy or 
“milky way” of stars which are of 
passionate interest to astronomers 
because theyre the nearest neigh- 
bors of the milky way of which 
our sun is one of the minor fea- 
tures. : 

The distance is a matter of 
170,00 light years. A light year is 
6,000,000,000,000 miles. So, what 
with the distance and what with 
the clouds it is not easy to find out 
the details of the Magellan galaxy. 

However, the astronomers were 
able to report that “a few” of the 
bluish super stars within the large 
Magellanic cloud each radiated at 
such a rate‘that its radiant energy 
exceeded that: of “all the tens of 
thousands of giant and average 
stars in the average globular star 
cluster.” This, they added, was “a 


| remarkable situation.” 


They found that the large cloud. ' 
was dominated by.a long bar of 
stars, with 30 variable stars scat- 
tered along the bar. They were 
surprised to find that the variables 
at the west end were Jarger and 
brighter than those in the center 
or at the east end. 

- These western bluish super stars 
made the radiation of our sun, 
which supports us and everything 
on our earth, seem to be iothing. 
“Many of the others © were 
super, too, but reddish. They were 
“super” in that their radiation ex- 
‘ceeded the radiation of our sun by 
50,000 times. 

The astronomers predicted that 
radio-telescopes and the jncreasing 
precision of means of measu ring 
the intensities of light woul 

“unravel both the form and the 
inner turbulences of this impor- 
tant galaxy.”
